place of suunmer resort for the inhabitants ofthe State of New York, 
and a hotel for their accommodation has been built co as to overlook 
the Falls. This, with some fights of wooden stairs, to enable the 
Visiturs to ascend and descend the banks of the river, are no orna- 
ment to the scene; weither do they injure it, aud perhaps the Cata- 
ract of Niagara is the ouly one in the world that would not be injur- 
ed by such adjancts.

They 
promised, if he would give them anuskets and powder, that they 
would purchase an equal quaatity of the Merchaots, that they would 
raise 12,000 men, put themselves ander his command, and engaged, 
in the most solemn manner, not to ran away, as they did in ihe late 
Sir Charles M’Carthy's unfortunate defeat. Cotonel Purdon, taking 
what assurances he could get, determined to accept their ¢ gave 
them what assistance be could, aud divided their ioree into five beri- 
gades, with two strong corps of observation, to pratect each flank. 
He then assembled such of the settlers, merchants and civilians as he 
could, aed formed them into one corps, as a reserve. ile only Brit- 
ish troops he had were eighty men of the Roval African corps, with 
four field pieces, of six and three pounders The united force 
amounted to less than 12,00 men. The natives were composed of 
the kings, nations, and tribes following: 





Cadjoe, King of Assin; the King of Tuful, and many other Cabo- 
ceers, and Captains of wibes. The Ashautee forces amounted to 
25,000 men. 

On the 29th of July, Colone! Purdow marched from Accra to Won- 
gassey, about 18 miles from British Accra. Onthe 4th of August 
he moved to Ashroocan, and on the 6th he took up a position (24 
miles from Accra) on a beautiful aod extensive plain. The morn- 
ing of the 7th happened to be a Monday, ana a remarkably fine 
day, which was regarded by the * wise men” of the nation as a jas 
vourite Fetish (or omen) one for the King to fight on; he was assur- 
ed by these superstitions soothsayers that it would render him in- 
vincible, He, aceordingly, acting under tieir influence, at halt-past 
nine in the morning, moved to the attack, m @ most unposing and 
determined manner. Colonel Purdon instautiy put bis force in mo- 
tion, and met the Ashantees half way upon the plain, and commenced 
the battle with great bravery, which lasted more thaw an hour, when 
a pause ensued, in consequence of the left of the British right ceo- 
tre brigade giving way, and nearly the whole of the right wing. 
This was a critical moment. Therefore, as soon as the centre (com- 
posed of the Royal African Corps) became uncovered by the flight 
of the Refugees, Colonel Purdow opened a destructive fire on the 
Ashantees of rockets, grape, and cannister, which did amazing exe- 
cution. Perceiving that the Ashantees were panic struck, and in the 
utmost confusion, Colonel Purdon moved forward to the attack with 
every man he had, and cut through the enemy's centre. They gave 
way in all directions, and the victory was no longer doubtful. Ac- 
catoo, Kiug of Aquimbo, who commanded a strong corps of ebser- 
vation on the extreme right, bravely and accurately obeyed the or- 


ders he had received, to bring up his right shoulders, the moment, 
he should hear the report of the British guns, and attack the Ashaa- | 


tees on theirleft. This simultaneous movement with the forces iin- 
mediately under the directions of Col. P. had the desired effect, and 
decided the fate of the battle.

The position now assumed, that Colonial trade with foreign states 
is not a fit subject for uegotiation with these Siates, but belongs ex. 
clusively to the regulation of the parent country, is entirely new. It 
is not sustained by the practice of other powers having colonies, I 
is not sustained by the practice of Great Britain herself; and this 
brings me to the consideration of what has passed between ihe two 
Goveraments ig relation to this trade. 

They negotiated on that subject, to go oo further back, in the 
year L704) Their negotiations resulted i the 12th article of the 
treaty of Amity, Commerce and Navigation, which was then con- 
cluded. The very fact of treating, between two independeat States, 
implies the right in each of considering and determining the mutual 
propositions which may be ollered.

iu 1915, aud actually entered into stipulations which, as you well 
know, form a part of the convention of the third of July of that 
vear, for the regulation of the British East lodia trade; but not be- 
ing able to come to any agreemeat, iu regard to the British West 
ludia trade, it was leit to the two countries to regulate this subj: ct 
by their respective laws. On that occasion, it was stated by Lord 
Castlereagh, thet the Britisu Government would not regard as un- 
triendly, any measure which the United States might think it expe- 
dient to put inte operation for the regalation of thattrade. And, to 
cuard ag siust all misconception, it is, moreover, expressiy proviced 
n the treaty itself, that “the intercourse between the United States 
ind bis Britannic Majesty's possessions in the West ladies, and on 
the continent of North Awerica, shal! not be effected by any of the 
»rovisions of this article, but each party shall remain io the complete 
possession of its rights with respect to such an intercourse.” With 
what propriety, then, caa it be afliemed, that, “to withhold from the 
ship of a country having colovies, trading trom the mauther country 
1o a foreign State ander a regular treaty between the iwo countries, 


trade with British Colomes had ever been whispered by the United 
States. As aright it wever existed one moment, since the indvpen- 
dence of the Uuited States. Ii the privilege were exercise: it was 
from theic moderation aud by their sufferauce.

The two 
countries again unsuccessfully vegutiated im relation to the Colonial 
trade, ia 1317, when Lord Castlereagh subinitted a draft of four ar 
ticles, which did not prove acceptable, and i 1818, and 1819, and 
finally in 1824.
